Each made an interesting address. Brother A. Maclay remarked, 
that the first Sabbath School that was established in this Country, 
that he had any knowledge of, was established by himself in the 
city of New York, more than twenty years since. ‘That two of 
the Teachers of that School, Charles G. Somers, and Joseph W. 
Gaffis were now Pastors of Churches. 

Resolved, That the entire Report be printed in the Christian 
Secretary, and that the Secretary and Publishing Committee 
abridge it for the Minutes of the Convention. 


NINTH ANNUAL REPORT. 

The flight of time has brought us to another Anniversary season, 
by which we are called upon to review our labors, and their results. 

In presenting this, their Ninth Annual Report, the Board with 
unfeigned gratitude would acknowledge the blessing of God which 
has attended them. 

Whatever success has attended their humble exertions, must be 
ascribed to “‘ Him who worketh all things after the counsel of his 
own will.” It is to them a source of pleasure, that they are per- 
mitted to hope that something has been accomplished within the 
past year, for the moral elevation and future welfare of some of our 
Sabbath Schools. 

In view of this, they feel imperatively called upon to put forth 
more vigorous efforts, and enlarge their plans of action, until the 
whole energy of our denomination shall be consecrated to this 
spread desolation around them, and make it give place to religious 
cultivation and refinement. 

AGENCIES. 

It will be recollected that in the last year’s Report, the Society 
recommended the appointment of a Sabbath School Missionary, for 
a few weeks, to visit feeble Churches, and destitute places. 
Board, in compliance with this recommendation, at their meeting 
in Hampton, in August, 1837, unanimously resolved, to employ 
Brother E. Baldwin, from three to five weeks, to labor in Litchfield 
County. 

Brother Baldwin commenced his labors, and visited several des- 
titute places and Churches ; but in consequence of his pressing 
pastoral duties, soon found himself unable to fulfil his engagement. 

The Board are confident, however, that by letters of excitement, 
advice, and encouragement to the churches of our denomination in 
that section of the State—and by the judicious distribution of the 
funds appropriated to the Sabbath Schools in that part of the State, 
he has rendered them an important service, which, under God, will 
result in much good to the cause. For his bill of services, you are 
referred to the ‘T'reasurer’s Report.

at this season of the year, is considered, under or- 
dinary circumstances, to require at least thirty 
days.

On the 25th we passed in sight of Manilla Bay, 
or outer harbor, and, from the foul winds, were ap- 
prehensive that we should be obliged to run into 
port. ‘he productions of Manilla are rice, tobacco, 
sugar, cotton, hemp, indigo, &c. Itisa Spanish 
settlement ; and the country-born Portuguese and 
Spanish, constituting the chief part of the popula- 
tion, are bigoted Catholics. In the town are 
eight or ten English merchants, and three or four 
Americans, and among the-number a deputed 
American consul, though as such he is not ac- 
knowledged by the Spanish government. The 
interior and greater portion of the island is in- 
habited by the aborigines of the country—a sav- 
age and independent race, with woolly hair, who 
spurn all intercourse with foreigners, and are said 
to be cannibals. Protestant clergymen are denied 
the privilege of landing in Manilla, and all Pro- 
testants are denied a Christian burial. This is 
made the chief emporium of the Spanish in the 


east, as Macao is of the Portuguese, Calcutta of | 


the English, and Java of the Dutch. 

Leaving the bay of Manilla, we passed along 
the coast of Luzon Island, nearly to its northern 
extremity, where we got a north wind, and made 
our course N. W. for Macao. On the evening 
of the 29th, we came in sight of the islands 
known by the name of the Ass’s Ears, and, at 
the same time, saw some Chinese fishing-boats. 
On the next day, we made Sam-chow Point, and 
several islands in the vicinity ; and on the 2d of 
December, after beating for the day among the 
various islands in this vicinity, we came to an-

This is said to have been the quickest passage, 
except one, ever made from Singapore to Macao, 
at this season of the year. Indeed we were sur- 


which had left Singapore a long time before us, 
some even twenty or twenty-five days, had not 
arrived, and even some of these were clippers, 
(opium vessels,) which sail against all winds, and 
calculate on the shortest passages. 

‘The unexpected quickness of our passage was 
in consequence of having kept to the east, near 
the coast of Borneo, and the Philippine Islands, 


where we met no opposing currents, and occa- | 


sionally got a fair wind, while, at the same time, 
those who were beating up the Chinese Sea, in a 
direct course to Canton, met with strong opposing 
currents and a settled head wind. Our success, 
also, in nosmall degree, is attributable to the 
good management of the ship ; but, most of all, 
to the goodness of our Heavenly Father, whose 
kind hand led our way, preserved us from danger, 
and brought us in safety to our desired port. ‘To 
his holy name [ would also offer praise for render- 
ing the voyage so eminently conducive to the im- 
provement of my health.

REVIVALS. 
Sarem, IIl., June 6th, 1838. 


Brotner Peck—The Lord is visiting us in 
this county richly. Last Saturday, brethren 
Arnett, Jones, Steel, and myself, met at brother 
Nichols’, seven miles north-west of this place, to- 
gether with brethrew from three or four churches, 
to consult onthe propriety of constituting a church 
(the fruit of a previous meeting mentioned in the 
Pioneer ;) whereupon, after prayerful considera- 
tion, it was thonght expedient to organize a 
church. 

After divine service, we repaired to a pleasant 
stream, where, inthe presence of perhaps the 
largest congregation ever met there, brother Ar- 
nett baptized nine converts, all heads of families 
but one. On Monday, a church was constituted 
by brother Arnett and myself, consisting of twelve 
members. ‘I'beir abstract of faith, rules, &c. was 
such as is common among Baptists, ‘They re- 
cognized themselves by the name of Marshall 
Creek Baptist church of Christ. 

During the meeting, the ministering brethren 


2. In order to maintain this interest, between min- 
ister and people, the latter should make it a point of 
indispensable duty, to attend public worship statedly 
and constantly when practicable. The advantages 
are innumerable. {t animates the minister, to see bis 
hearers punctual attendants on his ministry. Besides, 
he can calculate, while preparing his discourses, 
whom he may have for hearers, and arrange his 
thoughts and subjects accordingly. 

3. Frequent prayer meetings, beld by the Church, 
in which special, ardent, and it may be added effec- 
tual, prayer should be offered for the pastor. While 
these meetings serve to increase the life-blood of the 
Church, they greatly encourage the minister to hope 

or, and to expect a blessing on his labors. How it 

must strengthen his heart, that so many Aarons and 
Hurs in his Church, are engaged to stay up his hands, 
and to call down a blessing upon the preached word 
on his hearers. This delightful reflection or feeling 
becomes reciprocal, and is well calculated, by the 
blessing of God, to create and procure a union, and 
fellowship, between the minister and his people, that 
neither party will have a disposition to sever. 

4. Difficulties, between individual members of a 
Church, should never, by either party, be made 
known to the minister, if practicable to avoid it. 
And never, with a view of inducing him to become a 
party. His object is, the best possible good of the 
whole, and should always be so considered by all par- 
ties concerned. 

5. The Church, should be as the heart of one man, 
in uniting to contribute their influence to maintain 
strict gospel discipline in the church. Because, with- 


tor in accepting the charge of a Church, ought to 
consider it as his duty to remain with it till his death 
unless God shall manifestly indicate bis will that he 
should remove. The Church ought to elect a pastor 
on the same principle,” &.

isters and people, may be more increased and perpet- 
uated, through all our churches. 


1. Let the Church and people make it a point of 
duty to dove their minister, and tender to him that re- 
spect, which the gospel enjoins. Paul exhorts the 
Corinthian Church thus, ‘ Now if Timothy come, see 
that he be with you without fear; for he worketh the 
work of the Lord. Let no man therefore despise him. 
Let all your things be done with charity, (1 Cor. xvi. 
10--11, 14.) The minister of Christ watches for the 
souls of his hearers, how he may profit them. How 
distressing to every tender feeling of sensibility, must 
the reflection of a good minister be, when he discov- 
ers any watching for his errors, or any exhibition of 
pleasure in magnifying his faults! The union be- 
tween a mimister and his people, ought to be next at 
least, to that of husband and wife. The more closely 
the love of God is felt to bind the latter union, the 
stronger and more permanent is that union, and the 
more perfect that affection. The fact is evident from 
experiment. While the licentious inhabitants of 
France during their bloody revolution, had the power 
of putting away their wives for any and every cause ; 
all genuine affection ceased. Suspicion, Jealousy, 
falsehood, perjury, and murder were the concomitant 
vices, and natural results in almost every family in 
the land. The reason is evident, almost every mar- 
ried couple felt, they had no tie, natural, moral, or 
religious, to create or continue, any regard for each 
other. No law to enforce their union, and of course 
as they could separate at any moment when they 
chose, it was perfectly natural that all confidence 
in each other must cease. And as the human mind 
is so constituted as to desire change ; causes for such 
a ie Were sought with avidity and easily produ- 
ced. 

Just so, it is, with ministers and people, when the 
esteem and affection which the gospel requires are 
not sought for, and made a conscientious part of chris- 
tian duty. The knowledge that the minister can at 
any time be driven away with impunity by his people, 
keeps him on the look out, excites his jealousy, in all 
their conduct ; and while this want of confidence is 
witnessed by them, they become alienated from him, 
and nothing will satisfy either party but his immed)- 
ate removal. 

How unlike this was the union, esteem and heart 
felt affection, that existed between Paul’s hearers and 
himself. They,would have plucked out their own 
eyes, and have given them tohim. ‘ What mean ye’ 
(said he,) ‘ to weep and to break my heart,’ when they 
were sorrowing so deeply, that they should see his 
face no more.”

P. S.—Since writing the above, and the preceding 
numbers, I have read the last production of my late 
intimate friend and brother, Prof. Knowles, found 
upon his table after his death. 1 have room only for 
a few extracts which so coincide with the views 1 
have previously advanced, that I take the liberty to 
copy them. (See last Baptist Record.) “ A Church 
ought to cherish a bigh sense of the value of the pas- 
toral office. It should treat the pastor with all the 
respect and affection which, as a spiritual instructor 
and guide, he may justly claim. Christians should 
pray much for their pastor ; they should render due 
regard to his official uuthority, and they should al- 
ways be ready to co-operate with him in all his ef- 
furts 10 promote the welfare of the Church, and the 
spread of religion, 

The pastoral office ought to be more permanent. 
Ministers are generally settled with too little care. 
They may preach two or three of their best sermons, 
and they are immediately invited to settle, though 
the Church may have no knowledge of their ability 
to be good pastors. A Church does not need a bril- 
liant preacher only. A man who is very popular in 
the pulpit, may be very unfit to watch over and guide 
the flock. ° 

We may here say a few words touching the remo- 
val of ministers. It is a topic which is daily attract- 
ing more attention, and about which, if we mistake 


not, there is a growing conviction that wrong prin- 
ciples and unjust practices are toocommon. _ 

It is desirable that the pastoral relation be as per- 
manent as possible. A pastor cannot acquire all the 
influence which he ought to possess, unless he shall

erected for manufacturing purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives in General Assembly convened, That 
whenever any public highway shall have been, 
or hereafter shall be in any way incumbered by 
the flowing of water upon the same, caused by 
a dam erected for miiling or manufacturing pur- 
poses, on any river, stream, brook, or run of water, 
or whenever any person intends to erect such 
dam ; the County Court of the County in which 
such highway is situated, may, if it shall be 
thought reasonable by said Court, grant permis- 
sion to the owner or owners of said dam, or the 
person intending to erect the same, on his or their 
petition, duly served on the town or towns, In 
which said road is, to continue, or erect said dam 
on paying to the town or towns, liable to main- 
tain said highway such damages as said Court 
may adjudge, the same being ascertained by a 
committee or otherwise, as said Court may di- 
rect, or on comylying with such other laws as 
said County Courts may deem proper ; and on 
the payment of the damages aforesaid, or (as the 
case may be be) on giving bond with surety to 
the satisfaction of said Court, to comply with | 
such other terms as may be adjudged as afore- 
said, then the flowing of said highway as afore- 
said, shall not be deemed to be a common nui- 
sance.
